The Stanley Quartet, Univer-

Full-Bodied Style 


The condemnation is perhaps

Its playing was perfectly accept- 
able otherwise, and obiously 
satisfying to its audience. 


Ross wisely chose to explain 


a bit about the second selection, 
a 1961 "Quartet No. 2" by Span- 
ish-born, English - resident Ro- 
berto Gerhard. His seven-part 
score, commissioned by the Uni- 
versity of Michigan and dedi- 
cated to the Stanley Quartet, 
was summed up by Ross as 
'controversial." Gerhard's 
writing was a somewhat frag- 
rrentary collection of string- 
quartet sounds. In it were many 
percussive effects — hands - on -

The pollsters can readily find 


out the trend by phrasing a par- 
ticular set of questions to bring 
out the true proportions of the 
"crossover" vote. Separate que- 
ries might be directed only to 
those citizens 
who 
consider 


themselves Republicans. H e r e 
are some of the pertinent ques- 
tions: 


Pertinent Questions

Johnson, how would you vote? 


2. As between Lodge and John- 


son, how would you vote? 


3. As between Rockefeller and 


Johnson, how would you vote? 


4. As between Nixon and John- 


son, how would you vote? 


5. As between Goldwater and 


Johnson, how would you vote? 


The same Republicans might 


be asked: 


"If Robert Kennedy is the vice 


presidential nominee, would you 
vote for the Johnson ticket?" 


But the pollsters wouldn't be 


through at that point, because 
there would surely be a "cross- 
over" vote from the Democra- 
tic ticket. Another question, ad- 
dressed only to Democ r a t s , 
would be the following: 


"If Robert Kennedy were the 


vice-presidential nominee, would 
you vote for any 
Republican 


nominee or stay at home 
or 


vote for the Democratic ticket 
just the same?" 


No Majority 


On the Republican side, there 


is obviously at the present time 
no majority favoring any pro- 
spective Republican 
nominee. 


The polls as well as the state 
primary voting thus far indicate 
that the party is split several 
ways. The votes for Lodge, for 
example, have been construed 
by many observers as not nec- 
essarily manifesting any o u t- 
burst of enthusiasm for the pres- 
ent American 
ambassador to 


Viet Nam but rather a dissatis- 
faction with all the others prom- 
inently mentioned for the nomi- 
nation. 


There is, moreover, plenty of 


evidence that there is an anti- 
Goldwater sentiment and 
an 


a n t i - Rockefeller 
attitude. 


Groups holding these viewpoints 
seem to prefer Scranton or Nix- 
on or Lodge. Some of the feel- 
ings are so deep-rooted that, if 
the 
particular 
individual to 


whom they object were nomi- 
nated, it is a safe assumption 
that a Johnson-Humphrey tick- 
et, for example, would get a, 
very substantial number of such 
Republicans. 


As a matter of fact, many 


Republicans say frankly that, if 
the nomination doesn't go to 
Goldwater — who, they think, 
articulates a real opposition to 
the policies of the Kennedy- 
Johnson administraton — they 
would rather vote for a John- 
son-Humphrey ticket or stay at 
home on election day. 


National Convention 


Between now and the Repub- 


lican national convention in San 
Francisco in July, the aspirants 
for the Republican nomination 
may become more challenging 
in their speeches of criticism 
and win votes by the specific 
points they make. But to date 
there has been little dent made 
by the speeches of the Repub- 
lican candidates, with the ex- 
ception of Goldwater. He, how- 
ever, has managed to alienate 
that segment of the Republican 
party which has 
often been 


termed as "me-too Republican- 
ism." 


Whether it is in the domain 


of foreign or domestic policies 
the Republicans in general have 
waged a weak campaign. Cer 
tainly the potential candidates 
have not as yet produced tha 
mood among the voters which 
would indicate a readiness to 
change administrations no mat- 
ter which Republican is nomi 
nated. 


A "dark horse" or a so-call- 


ed 
"compromise" 
candidate 


who hasn't been active in seek- 
ing the nomination normally has 
little chance to win if the coun- 
try is relatively satisfied with 
the incumbent administration.

thought that Khrushchev's suc- 
cessor, when the time comes, 
may turn out to be not another 
Khrushchev but another Stalin, 
or an imitation of him. 


Stalin was a nightmare: un- 


predictable, relentless, ruthless 
and obsessed with a determin- 
ation, even a compulsion, to 
impose communism wherever 
he could as fast as he dared. 
He died in 1953.

least 
the Rus- 


sian kind, as distinguished from 
that of the Red Chinese — looks 
less sick and, from the West- 
ern view, has taken a more en- 
durable turn.

building a Communist society 
that can try to match or outdo 
the West in comforts and thus

Soviet Nationalism 


The nationalism of the Soviet 


Union and China is stronger than 
their communism. Their antag- 
onisms go far back. Only in this 
context can their so • called 
ideological 
differences 
make 


sense, for most of that is double- 
talk. 


But it was Khrushchev him- 


self who split the Communisi 
world before the Chinese hit it 
with an ax. And in this, Khru- 
shchev no doubt was compellet 
not by idealism but by content 
porary necessity: treating the 
Russians as grown up. 


The Russia that Stalin inher- 


ited from Lenin in the 1920s was 
an ignorant, unschooled, prim- 


tive world. He had a choice: 
orgjanize its energies by reason 
or ; terror. He chose terror, 
which was part of his nature. 


Excuse for Terror 


As a crutch and excuse for 


the! discipline of terror he in- 
sisted upon infallibility, which 
became his justification for any 
savagery. But he was too in- 
flexible to change with a chang- 
ing Russia. He died put of date. 


By then the Russian masses 


were vastly 
better 
educated 


and, therefore, better able to 
think, 
which 
meant 
more 


critical and questioning of him 
and the party and its practices. 


They no longer could be treat- 


ed entirely as vassals of the 
state. Their approval to some 
degree had to be sought. This 
meant elimination of terror and 
talk of a fuller life. 


In these terms, Khrushchev's 


downgrading of Stalin is under- 
standable. But in doing this he 
shattered, and must have un- 


derstood he would, the infallibil- 
ity of the leadership. 


The result: the monolith <rf 


communism 
itself 
was shat- 


tered. Party members every- 
where became confused. Differ- 
ences followed, Moscow could 
be disagreed with. Khrushchev 
confirmed this point over the 
weekend. 


Thus, as the Soviet Union lost 


its absolute control over world 
communism, it was no longer 
the single - willed monster of 
Stalin. The chance is there for 
growth in new directions. 


But a new Stalin, by some re- 


turn to terror and through prop- 
aganda, nrght try to turn the 
Soviet Union back into a bellig- 
erent direction. This is the 
danger in Khrushchev's death.

Title //-P/aces of Public Accommodation 


Title II of the Civil Rights Bill forbids 


racial or religious discrimination in public 
places serving transients or handling goods 
moving in interstate commerce, including 
restaurants, gasoline 
stations, 
theaters, 


Stadiums, hotels and lodging houses except 
owner occupied rooming houses with five 
or less rooms for rent. It does not cover 
homes, apartment houses, barber shops, 
retail stores, bowling alleys or private 
clubs. 


A person denied admittance to such 


public accommodations on racial or reli- 
gious grounds could seek a court injunction 
to end such discrimination. The Attorney 
General is authorized to act in his behalf. 
Thus the provisions of this title would be 
enforced by civil suits for an injunction. 
Neither criminal penalties nor the recov- 
ery of money damages are involved. 


Title II is reproduced in toto on this 


page today. 
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Proponents of the bill declare that Con- 


gress has the power to outlaw discrimina- 
tion both through its right to regulate in- 
terstate commerce and under the 14th 
Amendment to the Constitution 
which 


guarantees "equal protection" of the laws 
to all citizens. 
The Supreme Court has 


'held that under the 14th Amendment any 
state laws or regulations which deny equal 
protection are unconstitutional. 


One supporter has called discrimina- 


tion in public places "the great irritant" 
in our nation's racial relations. 


Senator Nelson cites statistics to show 


that "of some 275 cities with populations 
over 10,000. almost 65 per cent have wholly 
or partially segregated hotels, about 60 per 
cent have segregated restaurants and thea- 
ters, and about 43 per cent have segregat- 
ed lunch counters. In 98 southern cities 
under 10.000, about 85 per cent have seg- 
regated restaurants, hotels, theaters and 
lunch counters."' 


The problems of Negroes travelling in 


"hostile territory" were dramatically de- 
scribed to the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee during hearings. They must carefully 
plan their trips to be able to find a place 
where they can eat and sleep. 


Indignities to foreign travelers of other 


than the white race have seriously dam- 
aged our image abroad, supporters assert. 


In answer to charges that the legisla- 


tion invades the "right of privacy," sup- 
porters argue that this right does not in- 
clude the right to discriminate. And in ans- 
wer to the charge that it invades the "right 
of free association," they say that this 
right does not exist in public facilities and 
that the bill protects this right by exempt- 
ing private clubs. 


It is notable that the legislation does 


not apply to places serving 
intoxicating 


beverages, only those whose principal bus- 
iness is serving food. 
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Opponents of the legislation declare 


that the proprietor of any place of pub- 


lic accommodation has the right to serve 
what customers he pleases, and that he 
must follow local custom in this regard or 
his business will suffer. 


They assert that any proprietor who 


removes an objectionable patron from his 
place will face the threat of being hauled 
into court and charged with discrimina- 
tion. 


Opponents also claim that the legisla- 


tion infringes on the rights of freedom of 
speech and of the press. They cite the 
provision that "no person shall . . . intim- 
idate, threaten or coerce, or attempt to 
intimidate, threaten or coerce any person 
with the purpose of interfering with any 
right or privilege" secured by this title. 


There has been considerable confusion 


in this regard. The original bill before it 
was amended by the House contained an- 
other clause which stated that "no person 
shall . . . incite or aid or abet any person 
to do any of the foregoing." 
This clause 


was eliminated before the bill was passed 
by the House, yet it is included in copies 
of the bill entitled "The Truth" and pur- 
porting to be a photocopy of the bill being 
distributed by southern sources. 


Removal of this provision in our opin- 


ion substantially reduces any threat to 
freedom of speech or of the press, and 
objections on these grounds are now weak 
at best. 
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The real' issue in this title is whether 


the power and authority of the federal 
government should be extended to outlaw 
discrimination in public places. 


It is well and good to say that this 


should be a matter for each state to han- 
dle, as Wisconsin has done for many years. 
But it is obvious that if we believe in non- 
discrimination as a national policy the 
federal government must step in, at least 
in southern states. 


A total of 32 states now have laws 


against such discrimination; the question 
is whether the other 18 are going to be 
foiced to follow suit. 


The charge that the right to trial by 


jury is being denied offenders has been 
inflamed by exaggeration. 
Opponents fail 


to point out one vital fact, that no person 
is going to jail if he doesn't violate the 
law. In fact he is really given two chances 
before the bar. The first time he will 
merely be enjoined from continuing a dis- 
criminatory practice. 
But if he persists, 


and if it is found, he has violated the in- 
junction, he will be thrown into jail. How 
many violations should he be allowed? 


The reason such extended powers are 


sought for the Attorney General and the 
federal courts is that southern states are 
using their so-called state's rights powers 
to subvert the clear intent of the U.S. 
Constitution. 


This newspaper believes that discrim- 


ination as outlined in this title must go, 
and that the measures outlined therin are 
necessary to accomplish that objective.
